TREASURER’S  REPORT. 


Springfield,  August  1,  1910. 

His  Excellency,  Henry  Horner,  Governor  of  Illinois: 

It  is  with  considerable  pride  that  I  report  to  yon  the  satisfactory 
condition  of  the  State  Treasury,  and  the  reduction  of  the  State  debt  and 
interest  during  the  past  biennium. 

The  credit  of]  the  State  of  Illinois  is  at  an  all  time  high  and  the 
prices  paid  for  Illinois’  bonds  in  the  financial  markets  of  the  country 
are  evidence  of  this  fact. 

From  July  1,  1938  to  June  30,  1940,  $38,645,019.84  principal  and 
interest  of  the  State’s  debt  has  been  paid,  thereby  making  a  total  net 
reduction  of  $23,762,000.00  or  approximately  121/2  per  cent  of  the  total 
debt. 

Early  in  January  1940,  the  State  paid  out  $1,000,000.00  and  retired' 
the  Illinois  Waterway  Bond  issue  of  1920  for  $20,000,000.00,  the  first 
bond  issue  retired  by  Illinois  in  twenty  years.  Also  liquidated  this 
biennium  was  the  last  $25,000.00  in  tax  anticipation  notes  which  had 
been  held  in  the  State  Treasury  several  years. 

The  State’s  money  is  now  deposited  in  200  State  and  National  banks 
of  Illinois. 

Great  care  has  been  taken  to  accomodate  daily  all  banks  in  the 
exchange  of  collateral,  and  in  clipping  coupons  on,  the  bonds  as  they 
mature.  There  has  been  no  discrimination  in  the  deposit  of  State  funds. 
Every  bank  that  desired  State  funds  and  qualified  under  the  provisions 
of  the  State  Depository  Law  and  was  able  and  willing  to  deposit  the 
necessary  collateral  has  been  given  a  proper  share. 

The  improved  financial  position  of  the  State  of  Illinois  is  due  to 
the  fact  that  under  your  administration  the  State  is  operating  with  a 
balanced  budget,  meeting  all  obligations  and  retiring  all  bonds  when  due. 

This  report  is  a  complete  record  of  the  financial  transactions  of  the 
State  Treasurer’s  office  for  the  biennium  ended  June  30,  1940.  In  it  will 
be  found :

14.  Statement  of  Soldiers’  Compensation  bonds  and  warrants  held 
by  the  State  Treasurer  which  are  uncalled  for. 

While  the  above  items  detail  the  financial  accounts  they  do  not 
reveal  the  administrative  responsibilities  and  the  achievements  of  the 
State  Treasurer’s  office. 

Chief  of  these  responsibilities  and  achievements  during  the  biennium 
was  the  enactment  of  a  law  by  the  General  Assembly  permitting  the 
State  Treasurer  to  accept  Federal  fund  allocations  and  disburse  them 
without  appropriation  thereof  upon  direction  of  the  various  agencies  set 
up  in  the  State  by  the  Federal  government;  the  establishment  of  the 
State  Treasurer’s  office  in  connection  with  the  Unemployment  Com¬ 
pensation  Division,  State  Department  of  Labor,  in  Chicago,  July  1,  1939 
for  issuance  of  Unemployment  Compensation  as  provided  by  the  Unem¬ 
ployment  Compensation  Act;  the  installation  of  a  bullet-proof  steel  and 
glass  teller’s  cage  in  the  Capitol  office  for  greater  protection  and  a  re¬ 
sultant  40  per  cent  annual  reduction  in  robbery  insurance;  a  sharp  re¬ 
duction  in  administrative  costs  of  the  State  Treasurer’s  office,  without 
detriment  to  the  efficiency  of  its  service,  despite  extraordinary  demands 
for  increased  activity  occasioned  by  the  passage  and  development  of 
social  welfare  legislation  and  related  measures. 

In  connection  with  the  establishment  of  Unemployment  Compensa¬ 
tion  in  Illinois,  the  first  check  to  an  unemployed  worker  was  issued  by 
the  State  Treasurer’s  office  on  July  24,  1939.  In  the  ensuing  eleven 
months,  until  the  close  of  the  biennium  June  30,  1940,  a  total  of 
3,503,914  checks  was  issued  in  the  amount  of  $44,405,779.00  to  more 
than  300,000  beneficiaries. 
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In  the  conduct  of  the  State  Treasurer's  office  since  my  inauguration 
January  9,  1939,  I  have  had  the  help  of  loyal  and  capable  employees  to 
whom  I  am  deeply  appreciative.  My  appreciation  is  extended,  too,  to  all 
State  elective  officers  and  Code  Department  officials  who  have  consistently 
given  me  whole-hearted  cooperation.  Particularly  do  I  express  my 
gratefulness  to  you  for  your  constant  assistance  and  interest  in  all  mat¬ 
ters  pertaining  to  the  financial  affairs  of  our  State.
